Last week the Herald man met a 
good lady , one who has not liv ed in 
Hamlin v ery long. She was 
taking 
su bscriptions 
or 
memberships 
for 
the Elementary P.-T. A. 
She 
said

a su pporting member.” We did, 
as 
u su al. She said, “ Hav e y ou ev er been 
in the Grammar 
school 
bu ilding?” 
We said “ Yes, 
abou t 
a 
thou sand 
times in the 
past 
more 
than 
29 
y ears.” Then she 
said, 
“ Did 
y ou 
know it literally stinks?” 
We 
said 
“Yes, nev er went inside of it in all 
these y ears bu t that I cou ld smell 
the bats, etc.” Then we said, “ What 
of it?” She said “I 
think 
Hamlin 
people shou ld do 
something 
abou t 
it.” To that we agreed also. 
Now let me see. . . .back in 19 14 
it was the first bu ilding Ye Editor 
ev er entered in 
Hamlin. 
At 
that 
time it was the pride and 
joy of 
Hamlin. A nice beau tifu l 
bu ilding, 
modern as far as that day knew’. It 
cost, well, let’s see, abou t $50,0-00.00 
and in later y ears $20,000.00 tnore 
was added, and again and again ex tra 
costs, and today it wou ld 
perhaps 
cost $8 5,000.00 or more to bu ild, if 
we cou ld get the material, 
may be 
more. That bu ilding is 
a 
kind 
of 
“old coat” one that sheltered 
ou r 
children and 
afforded 
them 
what 
•pu blic school edu cation they receiv ­ 
ed in Hamlin from abou t 19 09 -10 or 
1 9 1 2 to abou t 19 29 . Some of 
the 
present Board members were school 
boy s in that old bu ilding. That dear 
old bu ilding has cau sed more argu ­ 
ment, more fu ssing and 
gru mbling 
in Hamlin than any other thing this 
commu nity ev er had. 
So the good lady wanted u s to say 
something abou t ou r dear old neg­ 
lected “coat” . . . .th at’s what it real­ 
ly is. Bu t it is too GOOD, has 
too 
mu ch serv ice to be neglected. Ham­ 
lin tax pay ers 
hav e 
gotten 
more 
'hu mbu ggery ou t 
of attempted 
re­ 
pairs on that bu ilding than any thing 
we hav e. That’s why it is so easy to 
get an argu ment abou t it. Good con­ 
stru ctiv e argu ments are healthfu l for 
a commu nity . 
Now let’s wade into the su bject. 
Firstly , in the day s when the Gram­ 
mar school bu ilding was constru cted, 
they did not hav e the permanency in 
mind that w’e wou ld hav e now. The 
mortor in the bricks did not contain 
as mu ch cement as y ou find in mod­ 
ern stru ctu res. 
It cru mbles 
easily , 
lets water 
throu gh, 
cannot 
stand 
concu ssions. That’s 
tru e 
of 
most 
bu siness hou ses !n Hamlin. 
The school bu ilding in qu estion has 
a complicated cornish sy stem, some 
or most of it ou t of metal, that ru st­ 
ed and let in birds, bats and rain and 
dirt. The windows were not cau lked 
to the bricks and thu s again bats and 
water and dirt cou ld enter. Ev en the 
roof was nev er free from 
leaking. 
Time tells on su ch bu ildings, and 
u nless a constant and proper repair 
is kept u p they become stinky and 
u ncomfortable, u nsanitary , 
u nsu it­ 
able for any body ’s child to sit in day 
in and day ou t. Well, remembering 
that a good mother wanted this Ed 
to say something abou t 
a 
pu blic 
matter, we snooped abou t, ev en on 
•Su nday , lastly , and so we slowly pa­ 
raded arou nd the grand old bu ilding, 
all alone, and we mu st 
admit 
we 
had many mingled feelings of sad­ 
ness. Those grou nds were the school 
boy day s of many of 
ou r 
Hamlin 
boy s away ov er seas, 
fighting 
the 
heathen Japs, or the mu rderou s Ger­ 
mans. It was from that old bu ilding 
we assisted in leading the y ou ng boy * 
and girls of 19 18 , that Nov ember 11, 
to parade down the streets, shou t­ 
ing and rejoicing that the Armistice 
had been signed, and soon ou r boy s 
then wou ld be coming home. Today , 
we can call the names of many 
cf 
those kids who are now going thru 
hell and death for freedom, like they 
did in 19 18 . So we looked and then 
thou ght. It is clear that bats mu st 
be in the bu ilding, more now than 
in 19 18 . The old cornish is falling 
apart, some has been torn frcm its 
ankorage, showing naked old bricks 
or rain holes; we cou nted holes 
in 
windows galore till we 
lost 
cou nt; 
on ev ery side cou ld be seen a neg­ 
lected “coat.” 
Yet, 
the 
bu ilding 
stands prou d and spaciou s, wishing 
for attention. What abou t the 
in­ 
side? We hav e not been on the inside 
in a long time, bu t we 
admit 
we 
shou ld hav e been. It is perhaps 
as 
needy as the ou tside. It is where ou r 
tiildren of this 19 43 
sit 
and 
are 
iu ght. It is plain that comfort can 
ot be enjoy ed *w rooms that are let-

There is 
a way to stop wrong things being 
done, or stop something that is be­ 
ing done wrong.

The big objectiv e of World War I 
was, as tod ay , to win the war, and 
all efforts were toward increased 
food p rod u ction on American farms.

They help ed win 
the last war, bu t many lost their 
farm s and their liv elihood in the 
aftermath.

There were a few pro gressiv e 
farmers who raised their v o ices 
early fo r actio n against so il ero ­ 
sio n but their attempts were 
futile. As lo ng as there appeared 
to be that inex haustible supply 
o f new land just bey o nd the 
western ho rizo n, men preferred 
to leav e the ruined land behind 
them, and to ex plo it new fro n­ 
tiers. 
World War I created a su d d en and 
abnormal d emand for more food , 
with the emp hasis on wheat. 
Agri­ 
cu ltu re's answer was increased food 
p rod u ction throu gh increased acre­ 
age. 
Wheat alone ju mp ed from 47 
to 74 million acres d u ring and im­ 
med iately following the war era. 
The increased acreage resu lted from 
a big “ p low-u p ” of land which in
